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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-7 in the reply filed on 10/21/04 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the searches of group I and II 
would overlap. This is not found persuasive because Group I has an Acquisition means 
acquiring from two different apparatuses. Group II does not have this limitation. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: a comma seems to 
be missing from line 8, rendering the claim confusing. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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6. Claim 1 recites the limitation "said first information processing apparatus 
identification information" in lines 6-7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

7. Claim 1 recites the limitation "a second information processing apparatus" in 
lines 8-9 and 11. It is unclear if these are meant to be the same apparatus. 

8. Claim 4 recites the limitation "said information processing apparatus" in line 2. It 
is unclear whether this refers to the first or second processing apparatus. This office 
action is treating it as the second. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-7, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hall et al. f US Patent number 3,852,571 . 

With regard to claims 1, 6, and 7, Hall discloses an information acquisition means 
(column 16 lines 36-40) for acquiring a first apparatus ID (column 16 lines 27-28) and 
content ID (column 16 lines 28-29) from a first apparatus (column 17 lines 9-15) and a 
second apparatus ID from a second apparatus (column 16 lines 25-27), checking the 
validity of the IDs (column 16 lines 30-55), assigning a customer ID to the second 
apparatus, and outputting the customer ID as information for receiving the identified 
content (column 16 lines 56-62). (See abstract in Hall) 

With regard to claims 2 and 3, Hall discloses the validity of other information (the 
transmission) is verified, since all information must be encoded (column 16 lines 25-29). 
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With regard to claim 4, Hall discloses the second apparatus is requesting the 
content (funds) from the first apparatus (column 16 lines 19-21 ). 

With regard to claim 5, Hall discloses the merchant's ID includes the user's ID 
(column 10 lines 41-45).
